His excellency, the Governor, by his private secretary, E. P. Runter, 
appeared and delivered the following 


MESSAGE: 


Gentlemen of the Council and House of Representatives : 


We have great reason to unite in expressions of gratitude to AL- 
xiGHrY Gop for the preservation of civil and religious liberty, and 
for the health and prosperity which we have enjoyed as a people 
during the two years since you were last in session. 

Although the great civil war which then existed, still continues 
with its original bitterness, and the leaders of this causeless and wicked 
rebellion have been able to marshal great armies, and to gain tempo- 
rary successes in battle, and to inaugurate and continue a guerrilla 
warfare on the unarmed inhabitants of large districts from which their 
armies have been driven by the Union forces, yet no battles with the 
‘rebels have been fought on your soil, and no inroads of grave impor- 
‘tance have been made by armed bands for purposes of bloodshed and 
plunder, ànd no towns have been sacked or their inhabitants massa- 
cred; the pursuits. of our people have rarely been interrupted, and 
life, liberty and property have been comparatively secure.' The slight 
interruptions and disturbances which have occurred, have been 
promptly settled by the civil or military authorities. The supremacy 
of the law has been maintained, criminals have been tried, convicted 
and punished, and justice has been regularly administered in every 
organized county. The hostile Indians on our frontier have been re- - 
strained, and severely punished for their savage barbarities. Your re- 
mote settlements have been maintained and defended. Your popula- 
tion has been rapidly increasing, your harvests have been abundant; 
trade has been prosperous, your markets have been good; honest 
industry has received a fair reward, and almost uninterrupted peace 
and plenty have reigned throughout your Territory. 

We also have great cause for gratitudé to the Ruler of Nations for 
the success that has attended the National arms. When you were

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last in session the rebels claimed all.of the slave States and all of the 
Territories south of Kansas and: west to California. But the Union 
armies have been steadily driving them back. from the loyal States 
and toward. the interior from the coast, capturing fortifications and 
cities, until now the stars and stripes float in triumph over at least 
two-thirds of the territory then claimed by the insurgents. ,A few 
months more of vigorous and persistent efforts on the part of the 
great armies and‘navies of the republic, it wonld seem, will probably 
be sufficient to wipe out the last vestige of this gigantic rebellion;.and 
establish the supremacy of. the Constitution and the laws throughout 
the whole'extent of all the States and Territories of the Union. 


OUR SOLDIERS. 5 
In the achievement of these great results, our soldiers and sailors 
have placed us under a debt of gratitude which it will be difficult for 
the people te fully repay. The salvation of the country and the pres- 
. ervation of the Government, is due to the unbending courage and per- 
severance of our armies and navies. It must be a source of profound 
gratification to you to know that the citizen soldiery of Nebraska, 
springing to arms from the peaceful pursuits of life at the call of the 
President, totally unaccustomed to the hardships and deprivations of 
the weary march and camp life, and of the exposures and dangers of 
protracted campaigns, have performed their part so nobly in every 
trial of endurance or courage. A Nebraska soldier, whether. called 
on by his country to confront the wily savage on the frontier, or the 
rebel hosts in battle array, has never shrunk from duty, quailed be- 
fore dangers, ór turned his back on the foe. 
Should you, therefore, deem it proper, as the supreme-law-making 
power of the Territory, to make any expression of sympathy and ap- 
- proval, by making provisions for their comfort in the field—especially 
for the welfare of the sick and wounded—or for the comfort of their 
«families at home—more particularly for the widow and orphans of 
those who have fallen in their country’s defense, it will meet my 
hearty approval. I would respectfully suggest, also that you should 
carefully inquire whether there are not other interests dear to the 
patriot soldiers heart of more consequence to him than food and 
raiment, which demand your grave consideration. These brave men 
are citizens of the republic, and of the Territory of Nebraska; they 
. have been accustomed to participate in managing the affairs of their- 
"respective townships, counties, and Territory,—they have been accus- 
tomed to aid by their voice, vote and influence in the selection of their 
rulers, and indirectly, in making the laws under which they live. The 
patriotic services in which they are engaged does not diminish the 
interest they feel in the welfare of the people ‘at home, the character 
of the laws under which their families are to be protected and their 
property held, or the character of the officers by whom these laws are 
to be enforced. It cannot be pretended that they do not feel as deep 
an interest in thegpreservation of our free institutions, for which they 
are Sacrifieing their ease and comfort and health, and exposing their 


— 
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lives, as those who remain at home. I cannot, therefore, preceive any 
good reason for depriving them of their civil rights, while they are 
laboring and toiling and fighting to crush this wicked and unpro- 
voked rebellion. They should be permitted, as far as possible, to en- 
joy all the rights of citizens; and especially that inestimable birth- 
right of American freemen—the right to vote. I respectfully suggest 
that I cannot perceive any plausible pretext for depriving those of this 
right, who are fighting.for the preservation of the government. I 
will, therefore, most cheerfully approve any legislation your wisdom 
may devise for that purpose, of enabling our brave soldiers, when in 
the military service of the United States, whether in the field, camp 
or hospital, to exercise this sacred privilege. ; 

I also, respectfully recommend that you make the necessary pro- 
visions for keeping a correct record of the names of all who enlist in 
the military service from this Territory, to be preserved among the 
public Archives; and that the names of all who are wounded or fall 
in battle should be inscribed on a Roll of Honor, to be carefully pre- 
served for the inspection of future generations. 

I also suggest that justice to this class of our felloww-citizens, seems 
to me, to require a monument should be erected at the Capital, on 
which.to inscribe the name, and preserve the memory of all from this 
Territory who have fallen in their country’s service since this rebel- 
lion commenced, or who may fall during its continuance. Such a 
monument might contain, in connection with each name, the date and 
place of the soldier's death, and the names of the battles in which he 
may have participated. This, it appears to me, would be but simple 
justice to the memory of our honored dead. And such a mark of res- 
peet from the legislature of the Territory, would not be without influ- 
` ence on the Character of the living. The history of the world has 
proven that every great people of ancient and modern times, have 
been generous in the bestowal of honors on the memory of its fallen 
heroes. 


HOMESTEAD. 


Among the many beneficient acts of legislation, passed by the con- 
gress of the United States since your last session, may be mentioned 
the “Homestead Bill.” You had repeatedly memorialized congress 
on this subject without avail.” In fact, its success, though so just. to 
the settler and so wise as a measure of national policy, seemed hope- 
less, while the reins of government were held by such men as con- 
trolled the administration, preceding the Inauguration of our present ` 
Chief Magistrate. The honor o? the prompt passage of this great 
measure is due to President Lincoln and his political friends in con- 
gress. Ideem it but just that we who are so deeply interested in, 
and so largely benefited by the success of this measure, should obey 
the injunction of the sacred writer by rendering “honor to those to 
whom honor is due.” "s 

This law provides, “that any person who is the head of a family, 
or who has arrived at the age of twenty-one years, and is a citizen of 
the United States, or who shall have filed his declaration of intention 
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to become such, as. required by the naturalization laws of the. United 
States, and who has never borne arms against the United States gov- 
ernment, or given aid and comfort to its enemies: And further, “that 
no person who has served or may hereafter. serve for a ꝓeriod of not 
less than fourteen days in the army or navy of the United States, 
either regular or volunteer, under the laws thereof, during the exist- 
ence of a natural war, domestic or foreign, shall. be deprived: of the 
benefits of this act, on account of not having attained the age of 
twenty-one years.“ All such persons -are-entitled to enter a quarter 
section, or one hundred and sixty acres.of land, at a cost of ten dol- > 
lars, in addition to the fees of the register and receiver; a sum not 
more than sufficient to pay for the survey of the land and making out 
the requisite maps, plats and. records.necessary.to secure a perfect 
title. When it shall be known to the laboring people of the old States 
and populous countries in. the old world, what a vast expanse of fertile 
lands lie open in this Territory, for occupancy under this law, many 
thousands, of industrious people will doubtless hasten, from year to 
year, to avail themselves of its advantages, thus increasing our popu- 
` lation, and by the application of their means and industry, augment 
our wealth, and aid in the development of our vast natural resources. 
What a blessing this wise and. humane. législation will bring to 
many a poor, but honest and industrious family. Its benefits can 
never be estimated in dollars and ‘cents. ‘The very thought, to such 
‘people, that they can now have a tract of land that they can call their 
own, has a soul-inspiring effect upon them, and makes them feel thank- 
ful that their lots have been cast under a government that is so liberal 
to its people. : a Se ER 


y -ᾱ | PACIFIC RAILWAY; 


In accordance with your memorial on the subject, congress algo 
passed a bill, at the first regular session after the ifiauguration of the 
5 administration, providing for the construction of the Great 

acific Railway, commencing on the 100th meridian, within the Ter- 
ritory of Nebraska, thence westwardly to the Pacific coast, with, three 
branches from the place .of beginning eastward.to the Missouri river. 
One of these branch roads diverges southeasterly to the mouth of the 
Kansas river, in the State of Kansas, and also forming a connection 
with the Hannibal & St. Joseph Railroad at.Atchison; and the other 
two branches, so called, stretch across our Territory—one terminating 
at the. Capital of your Territory, and the other opposite Sioux City 
thus forming a .connection.at.all three points with some of the. best 
roads of the Northwest. With these magnificent works successfully 
prosecuted, connecting directly with the great cities of the Atlantic 


and Pacifie, with the: advantages..of the. Homestead, of a virgin and 


fertile soil, of exhaustless salt springs, with a climate as salubrious as 
‘exists.in the world—none can hesitate to. predict for Nebraska, gigan- 
tic strides in the attainment of wealth and, power. Indeed, there 
seems to be but one thing lacking to make this system complete, and 
give Nebraska all she could reasonably ask—and that is, another 
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‘branch of the Pacific Railway from some suitable point for an eastern 
connection on the Missouri and south of the Platte river. Such a 
branch would pass through a rich and fertile country, and would ac- 
commodate a very large district of our present and future population. 
Should you deem it advisable to memorialize congress to make an 
amendment to the Pacific Railway bill to this effect, it will meet my 
hearty co-operation and approval. 

The present session will be a very proper time for you to pass such 
laws as may be necessary to provide for organizing and regulating 
railroad companies, and granting such rights as you may think proper 
in order to facilitate the building of roads through the Territory. 
But whatever acts you pass upon this question, I would advise that 
they be of a general, and not a special character; that is, that all laws 
for the formation of such corporations, and for regulating and perpet- 
uating the same, be general in their operations and bearing. I am 
opposed to special legislation—to the granting of special privileges, 
when general laws can be as effectual, and I am sure that granting 
corporate privileges, such as are here recommended, a general act can 
be made just as acceptable and equitable as a special one. 


GEOLOGICAL SURVEY. 


At your last session I called your attention to the importance of an 
early Geological survey of our Territory, and recommended that you . 
press the subject on the attention of congress for the purpose, if pos- 

sible, of procuring an appropriation for this purpose. I still believe 
this subject worthy of your serious consideration. Since your-last 
meeting, one or two good veins of stone coal have been discovered in 
the Territory; and I doubt not if a good scientific geologist could be 
employed for a few months, that many other valuable discoveries 
‘might be made. And why not? For in those countries where geo- 
logical surveys have been made, both east, south and west of us, the 
outlay has been abundantly repaid by the finding of treasures which 
were entirely hid from the casual observer. 

If you should again memorialize congress on this subject without 
success, I would most cheerfully unite with yon in devising means to 
raise a Territorial fund with which to prosecute this work. If such 
expenditures had not proved so profitable to some of our neighboring 
States, and that, too, in many places where the land appeared no more 
promising for such deposits than much of our Territory does, I would 
not feel so anxious about the subject. i 

I would like, also, to see a thorough examination made of our saline: 
lands; for who knows but those salt fountains underlie a large part of 
Southern Nebraska, and that by the sinking of a few shafts an abund- 
ance of water may be found much nearer the Missouri and Platte 
rivers than it has been hitherto found. In my opinion, there is a rich 
treasure for the future State of Nebraska hid in those salt fountains, 
and the sooner we lay the foundation for making them available, the 
better it will be for our people. 
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FINANCES. . 


I take great pleasure in alluding to the improved. financial condi- 
tion of the Territory. From the reports òf the auditor, you will find 
that the public debt is now, including the interest due on: the outstand- 
ing bonds,and warrants, up to the 1st of January, 1864, fifty-nine 
thousand eight hundred and ninety-three dollars, ($59,893.00,) and that 
the resources which are to apply on this, amounts to forty-one thous- 
and eight hundred and twenty-nine dollars and fifty-nine cents, ($41, 
829.59,) leaving a balance unprovided for of eighteen thousand sixty- 
three dollars and forty-one cents, ($18,063.41.) According to the 
statement made by the territorial auditor at your last session, the 
debt of the Territory, over and above all resources, was thirty-seven 
thousand two hundred and twenty-six dollars and twenty-three cents, 
($37,226.23,) showing that the amount of the debt, over the resources, 
is now less by nineteen thousand one hundred and sixty-two dollars 
and eighty-two cents, ($19,162.82,) than it was two years ago. And 
another favorable feature of the case, is that the largest-part of the. 
outstanding debt has been bonded, and consequently the interest here- 
after to be paid on these bonds will be but seven per cent. per annum, 
instead of ten pér cent. as heretofore paid. 

I would respectfully call your attention to the valuable recommend- 
ations of the territorial treasurer in his annual report, herewith sub- 
mitted. From that report you will discover that he has received from 
all sources, from January Ist, 1862, to November 30th, 1863, 525, 820, 
74; and has expended during that time, $20,455.26; leaving a balance 
in hands of treasurer of $5,375.48, which sum will be used in paying 
interest on the outstanding debt, and lessening the debt of the Ter- 
ritory. ` | i l 

By reference to the report made by the territorial auditor at your 
last session, it will be seen that he very much underrated the amount 
of interest then due on eutstanding warrants, and also that- the 
interest due on the 4,000 bonds given out in 1856, was not noticed in 

.his statement. So, had thése amounts been stated in full at that time, 
it would have shown a larger amount of debt unprovided for than was 
reported, and would, consequently, make our present financial con- 

dition, relatively speaking, much more favorable than it even is. 

. Two years ago the territorial warrants met with a dull sale at from 
33 to 40 cents on the dollar. Now they are in brisk demand at from 
80 to 90 cents. And it is confidently believed that under the present 
economieal management of your affairs, they will soon sell at par: 
This desirable result may be hastened by prudent forecast, on your 
part as legislators. T need hardly commend the subject to your .care- 

ful consideration. It is a subject of deep interest to every citizen. 

With the warrants of the 'Territory at par, its necessary purchases 
and contracts can be made at the lowest figures; this will, of course, 
diminish the aggregate of expenditures, and thus lighten the burden 
of taxation. nm 2 

As I said to you in my last annual Message, since the salaries of all 
the Federal officers in the Territory are paid by the National Govern- 
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ment, including per diem, mileage and expenses of the Legislature, 
the territorial tax ought to be very small. And there is no good rea- 
son for the existence of a territorial debt—the Legislature at each, 
session ought to provide the means for the payment of all necessary 
expenditures not covered by Federal appropriations. 


CONTRACTS AND APPROPRIATIONS. 


As one of the means for the attainment of the end proposed, I would 
again urge upon you the propriety of passing at each session of the 
legislature an appropriation bill. You should, in my opinion, prohibit 
by law, with such penalties as may seem to you just and proper, the 
issuing of any binding contracts, on the part of the Auditor, or of the 

ayment of money from the treasury not specially appropriated by 
law of the territorial legislature or of Congress. So necessary is this 
considered for the public welfare, that it is guarded by the Constitu- 
tion of the United States and the Constitution of every State, proba- 
bly, in the Union. “No money shall be paid from the treasury with- 
out an appropriation made by law,” should be made an inflexible rule 
for the government of the Territorial officers, as well as those of the 
States and Nation. Ifthis is not considered unimportant by those 
who frame constitutions for sovereign States, and for a great Nation, 
if, in the administration of their affairs, this is deemed necessary to 
secure economy and fidelity in handling the public treasure, can it be 
less important to the welfare of a young and comparatively feeble ter- 
-ritory? If grave senators and representatives in the Congress of the 
United States sit, for days and weeks, conning over the propriety of 
the expenditure of every dollar proposed by the heads of Depart- 
ments, before authorizing its payment by the treasurer of the United 
States, it is hoped it will not be considered a trivial business by the 
legislature of our territory. I make these suggestions at this time the 
more freely, because they cannot have any personal application ; for it 
is believed that the present finangial officers of the territory are above 
-suspicion—that the strictest economy and fidelity characterize their 
management of the affairs of their offices—indeed, the auditor himself : 
makes the same recommendation. But I speak of the principle, as of 
sufficient gravity to engage your careful attention. By adopting this 
course, you will set bounds and limits to the discretion of the territo- 
rial auditor, which will be a great relief to him; while it will enable 
you to approximate very nearly the amount of money necessary to be 
expended during the next succeeding fiscal year, and thus enable you 
to arrivé at the amount of taxation, necessary, from year to year, to 
meet the demands on the treasury. 


SCHOOLS. 


The future character of the people of Nebraska depends more on 
the attention paid by her legislature, from year to year, to the subject 
of common schools, than to all other causes combined. The history 
of the world proves that an educated and virtuous people can never 
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be enslaved or degraded. Without. proper cultivation of the minds 
and hearts of the masses, no people can become -great.-and powerful. 
We now’ have the evidence before our eyes that, the. uneducated. may 
be deceived, prejudiced and deluded until they will teil and labor, and 
even fight to support the aristocracy that grinds. and. crashes them, 
and to destroy the mildest, freest and most, beneficent government on 
earth. 'The'existing rebellion conrmenced- and: rapidly spread over the 
States of the Union that have been destitute. of common schools from 
the beginning. They have made provision. for the education. of the 
wealthy by the establishment. of academies: and colleges, while the 
masses are left in ignorance. In the slave states where even an in- 
different system of common schools existed, as Missouri-and Kentucky, 
-the rebellion has long sinee been erushed. And in the, states where 
the diffusion of knowledge among the. masses waa still: more general, 
the rebellion- never obtained a-footing. In all these States there were 
as bitter secessionists as could be found in South Carolina or Georgia. 
But when they preached their treason where school-houses and 
churches ornament every yillage and “cross road,” it was received 
with. indignant scorn. It is, therefore, fiir to eonclüde that if a good 
system of common schools had existed from the beginning in the 
Southern States, this rebellion. would never have existed. If it had 
ever been inaugurated by desperate politicians, it would have been 
quickly crushed by-public opinion ‘where it originated. But as: I sug- 
gested in niy last annual message, it would be a- difficult task for you 
to devise and provide for the adequate support of-a. good system ef 
common schools, in this Territory, during the; continuance: of your 
territorial condition. If admitted as one of the states of the Union, 
we would come into possession: of the: 16th. and; 36th sections, or their 
equivalent, for every township in the state as rapidly as the Govern- 
ment Surveys are. extended, and other grants usually made by Con- 
gress to new states, such as university and: mineral lands &e. Out of 
ihe sale of these lands we could rapidly accumulate a. fund, the in- 
terest of which would soon support.a good school. system, unaidad biy 
taxation. But, at present, we must rely: entirely on: taxation or- volua- 
‘tary subscriptions for the. education of our youths. I commend! the 
subject to your earnest considerabión, that yow may:malke suchiamend- 
ments. to the existing laws on this subject, as: you may find necessary 
‘to secure to the youths of the; Territory: all the advantages thatit may - 
‘be in your power to grant. j i PLAN | 


PROVISION FOR THE INSANE. 


Tt will. be impossible for you, for some: time: to: conte). to: make pro- 
vision for the proper: treatment of the insane in our Territory; by the 
“erection: of suitable: buildings and the employment of. physicians. 
Fortunately; We, are. greatly blessed: in having but-few οἵ this class: of 
persons in our midst. But there are: a. few, They appenl most. 
strongly to. our sympathies für our assistance: It was. once believed 
‘that: insanity -was:.an-incurable: disease: But. this delusion has: been 
a . is now: settled: that. nbqut ninetiy per cent. of: the cases 
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“of insanity which occur, if taken in proper time, can be permanently 
-cured. In the light of this great truth, no humane, not to say Chris- 
‘tian community, ought to delay furnishing the means to restore these 
‘most unfortunate persons to the enjoyment of reason. 
It is believed that temporary arrangements could be made with the 
‘neighboring State of Iowa, for the reception and treatment of the few 
patients of this class now in the Territory, on terms entirely satisfac- 
tory to our people. I might remark, algo, that the Insane Hospital in 
‘that state is reported to be one of the very best in the United States, 
and under the very best and most successful management. In any 
action you may deem it wise to take on this subject, 1 would suggest 
that in all cases in which the family and friends of the patient are 
able to do so, they should be required to defray the recessary expenses; - 
and that when they are not able to do so, the expenses should be paid 
‘by the Territory, or by the county from which they may be sent. 


PENITENTIARY. é 

ae ss has, thus far, failed to make any appropriation for build-, 

ing a Benitentiary for our Territory. We greatly need an institution 
-of this kind, although the number of criminals is, probably, not greater 
‘among us than in other communities of the same population, yet the 
security of life and property, and the good order and well-being of 

society demand a suitable place for the punishment of criminals, and 
1 would recommend that you again urgently memorialize Congress to 
make an appropriation for this purpose. | 


REWARDS FOR THE ARREST OF CRIMINALS. 


During the past summer, a most foul and atrocious murder was 
committed within the limits of this county. I found no law authoriz- 
ing me to offer any reward for the apprehension of the murderer, and 
but few, if any persons, were willing to spend their time and money, 
-without a promise of remuneration. Fearing that if the perpetrators 
‘of that crime were allowed to escape and go unpunished, that others 
-might be encouraged to commit similar offenses, I took the responsi- 
\bility of offering a reward of $200 for the apprehension and convic- 
tion of the murderer or murderers. The perpetrator of the crime was 
subsequently found, tried, convicted and executed for the offense. I 
hope this action, on my part, may meet with your approval. If so, it 
will be necessary for you to legalize my act in the premises, and au- . 
thorize the issuing of territorial warrants to pay the reward. I would 
‘also recommend the passage of a law authorizing the Governor, in 
«such cases as may arise in the future, which, in his judgment, may de- 
‚mand it, to. offer a reward for the apprehension of persons charged 
-with the crime of murder. Nothing is so well calculated to prevent 
.a repetition. of crime as. the speedy arrest and prompt punishment of 
„the offenders. .In. many cases it will be impossible to bring the of- 
fenders to justice, unless extraordinary inducements are held out by 
the Government, to stimulate persons to encounter the danger and 
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perform the labor incident to the pursuit and arrest of those of des- 
perate character. ΝΗ 


` STATE GOVERNMENT. 


During the last session of Congress, bills were introduced to author- 
ize the, Territories of Nebraska, Colorado and Nevada to organize 
State Governments, preparatory to their admission into the Union on 
an equal footing with.the original States. These bills would probably: 
have become laws, had they been introduced at an earlier period in 
the session. As it was, some of them passed the Senate, and only 
failed in the House, it is said, for the want of time to act upon them. 
Colorado and Nevada have taken preparatory steps for an early ad- 
mission. The question will, doubtless, be brought before Congress at 
the present session. Would it not, therefore, be well for you to make 
some expression of opinion on this subject; and in considering it, may 
it not be wise to reflect how far your interest may be affected by the 
action of your neighboring Territories. If they should apply and be 
admitted as States, the question would. naturally arise in the minds of 
persons contemplating emigration to any one of the Territories named, 
“why was not Nebraska admitted also?" Her settlements and terri- 
torial organization are older than either of the others. Would they 
not necessarily draw conclusions disparaging to the character of the 
population or the extent of your natural resources? You would know 
that your permanent population was larger than that of either of the 
others, that with you all the elements of civil society are more firmly 
established, justice more regularly administered, and all your institu- 
tions more nearly self-sustaining. But this would not be so full 
known abroad. And if they a plied and were.admitted, and you too 
no action in the premises, would it not be regarded as a confession, on 


your part, of inferiority? And would not these facts inevitably retard 


your future growth? 


There are arguments to be used: by the people, both for and against 


an early admission. The principal reason advanced against the Ter- 
ritory taking upon herself the' forms and honors of an independent 
State, is that this step would require increased taxation to defray the 
expenses of a State government. This is, for a short time, at least, 
probably true. And this raises the ultimate question, whether the ad- 
vantages to be derived from an admission as a State, are more than 
sufficient-to balance the disadvantage of the increased burthens. If 
admitted as a State you would at once come into possession of the 16th 
and 36th sections of school lands. The: possession of these lands would 
enable you to secure a very large school fund, the interest on which, 
it is believed, would, if properly managed, enable you to support a 
good system of common schools; thus lightening the burthens of the 
people nearly or quite as much on the one hand ‘than they would be 
increased on the other. You would also receive thé usual quantity of 
university lands, which would enable you tó build up that very desi- 
rable institution. You would probably receive the usual donation of 
Salt Spring lands, to be located by an agent of the State: If properly 
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located, it is believed that these lands might be made the source of no 
inconsiderable revenue to the new State. You would also be entitled 
to the 5 per cent. of the net proceeds of the sales of all public lands 
sold by the United States prior or subsequent to the admission of the 
State. 

You would also, be-entitled to 500,000 acres of land to aid in works 
of internal improvement, and might fairly expect grants of land to aid 
in the construction of railroads and in the improvement of your great 
river; and appropriations of money, or land, to aid you in the erec- 


tion of public buildings and a penitentiary. With these suggestions, 


I commend the whole subject to your careful and deliberate consider- 
ation, believing that the direct representatives of the people will not 
be likely to arrive at an unsafe or unwise conclusion. Should you, 
however, conclude to favor an early admission as a State, it will be 
proper for you to make expression of the same at an early day in the. 
session, so that Congress could act on our case while she is legislating 
for the other Territories. 


APPORTIONMENT. 


Several years have now elapsed since any apportionment has been ` 


made for members of the territorial legislature; and as our population 
has greatly increased in that time, particularly in a few counties, it 
will, I think, be proper for you to attend to that duty at your present 
session. Frequent apportionments are more necessary in a new and 
growing country than they are in the older settled portions of the 
country where there are less changes in the population. The impor- 
tance of doing equal and exact justice to all in this particular, is so 


apparent to each of you, that I deem it unnecessary for me to urge it 


upon yon. 
CODIFICATION AND REVISION OF THE LAWS. 


There seems to be a very general desire on the part of the citizens 
of the Territory to have a general revision and codification of our 
laws, and to have all the laws that are now in force in the Territory, 
together with all that may be passed at your session, bound in one 
volume. The present laws are made up from acts that extend through 
the whole of the eight sessions that have been held in the Territory, 
and so many amendments and alterations to our laws have been made 
during that time that it is with great difficulty that persons who are 
not professionally engaged in the business can find out what the exist- 
ing laws are. The people, for whom you legislate, are required to 
obey the laws that you pass, and are presumed to understand them. 
You annot, therefore, be surprised at their anxiety to have the laws 
so published as that they may be able to find and understand. them. 

And there i8 other good and valid reasons for recommending this to 
you, and that is that no copies of the laws passed at some of the ses- 
sions are now to be had at any price. Either these laws should be re- 
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published, or the whole should be co: len&ed into one volume, and by 
that means all could come into possession of them. | 

If ydu should find that the expense of printing and binding the code 
could not be paid out of the ordinary legislative fund, I would recom- 
mend that you memorialize Congress to appropriate a sufficient sum 
to pay the same. We should have no hesitancy is asking the parent 
Government to do this act of justice to her ehildren. : 


e TERRITORIAL LIBRARY. 


Our Territorial Library has only been increased, since your last 
meeting, by the receipt of the exchanges from the States and other 
Territories, and from sundry books that were donated to the Territory 
by Congress. The balance of the fund ($34.90) which was left unex- 
pended by my predecessor, has been used in paying express charges 
on books donated by Congress. These donations were made upon the 
express condition that the General Government should be at no ex- 
pense for transportation. There are now other books, from the same 
source, ready for delivery, and it will be your duty, in case you accept 
them, to provide the means to pay the freight on thé same, and on 
such others as may be forwarded to us under the same law of tons 
. gress. 


TERRITORIAL MILITIA. ΄ | Ur 


I feel it my duty to again call your attention to tho want of an effi- 
cient Militia law. Under the present law we find it very difficult to 
properly organize the militia, and much more difficult still to perpet- 
uate the organization after it is made. It is certainly of the utmost 
importance to a new country—especially one bordering, as ours does, 
on the frontier—to be supplied with a good and efficient military or- 
ganization. True, Nebraska has had no. particular calls made for the 
services of her militia: lately; nothing, however, but the liberal ty of 
the General Government in supplying our wants with Goverument 
troops has prevented it. These troops are liable at any time to be: 
called away from us, and in that event, we would again be thrown on 
our own resources for the protection of our frontier inhabitants, and 
our own families ánd firesides. 

The Congress of the United States has, so far; failed to make, any 
appropriation for the erection of an armory in our Territory; and un- 
less you can get. assistance from that quarter, I would advise that some 
room, either in the capitol building or some other that would be suit- ' 
able, be fitted up in an economical manner to be used as a temporary Ἢ 
armory, and that it be made the especial duty of some person to take 
charge of the same, and for whom a small compensation should be 
provided. ΄ 

The Adjutant General's office was created at a time when there was 
but little labor to perform, and conseqiently no compensation was 
provided for. But since the.commencemént of the war, tlie labors of 
that office have been greatly increased. I therefore recommend that 
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you provide such compensation for that officer, as you think just and 
right. This officer is made the custodian of all the records left of our 
troops in the field, and the importance of the office cannot bé over- - 
estimated. | 


OUR DUTY TO SUPPORT THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT. 


Your deliberations, I apprehend, must be effected to a greater or 
less extent by the condition of the country. The gigantic rebellion, 
which has convulsed the nation from centre to circumference, for more 
than two years, although waning, still exists in great strength. The 
nation is taxing all its resources in men and means, and making 
steady persistent and gigantic efforts to suppress it at as early a day 
as possible, and at the least possible cost of blood and treasure. It is 
impossible, in the very nature of things, that you should be indifferent 
spectators. We are a part of this: great nation thus struggling for its 
very existence. We also inherit the free institutions which the nation 
is trying to perpetuate. If the Union should be dissolved, if these in- - 
stitutions should be overturned, we would be involved in the general 
anarchy, misrule and chaos that would follow. We can never hope 
for permanent peace, and prosperity, and future greatness as a people, 
except as a part of the United States. This seems“ to be the solemn 
' conviction of the people in every-part of this great country. 

Ihave an abiding faith in the perpetuity of our Government, and 
do not doubt our complete triumph. But in the meantime itis our 
imperative duty to render the Federal Government all the aid in our 
power—not only by furnishing our quota of men to serve in the field, 
and by cheerfully paying the Federal taxes levied to defray the neces- 
sary expenses of the war, but also by giving the Government the 
whole weight of our moral influence. i 

Even if the proper authorities should adopt measures that we would 
not have advised, when once settled as a part of the policy of the Gov- 
ernment, we should acquiesce, or at least avoid all factious opposition ; 
which can do no possible good, and must do harm, by diminishing our 
own energies and encouraging the enemies of the country. ; 

The President of the United States is the constitutional head of the 
nation, and is made the chief head of both the army and navy, and 
whatever he may direct in regard to suppressing the rebellion, when 
not palpably unconstitutional, should receive the aid and support of 
all good citizens, at least until a fair trial can be had of means thus 
proposed. Designing politicians may attempt to embarrass the Ad- 
ministration, and to clog the wheels of Government; but the good 
and true loyalist should stand by the Government in every honorable, 
patriotic, and constitutional effort it may make to sustain and perpet- 
uate the institutions of our country. l 

Look, if you please, at the efforts put forth by the cunning politi- 
cians and traitors of our country, to prejudice the minds of the unwary 
against the President’s proclamation emancipating the slaves-in rebel- 
' lious districts. Thousands throughout the country had their minds 
thus prejudiced,.and for the time being poisoned, against the measure; 
and yet, that very same measure has, perhaps, done more to give us 
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strength, both at home and abroad, than any other adopted by the Ad-. 
ministration. ΄. ~ betas, oe Ae ΝΟ 7 

The President believed that so far as it tended. to induce the slaves. 
to desert from their. rebel masters, it diminishes their laboring-force: . 
on their plantations and fortifications, and- to that extent weaken the: 
enemy and make us relatively stronger, and.bring us nearer to our, 
ultimate triumph. n * S ei ο 

- In addition to this, there was well-grounded apprehension. of inter-. 
- ference by. the great powers of Europe, in favor of the rebels. They, 
were becoming jealous of our growing power. They would gladly see 
us divided and permanently humbled. .They saw no difference in. 
principle between the rebels and ourselves, on the great question of. 
humanity. The rebels were fighting for a division of the great Re- 
publie. This they desired. We were fighting to prevent a division.“ 
If no other question could ‘be developed, it was manifest that, sooner 
or later, these jealous nations wonld.unite with the rebels, and if pos- 
Bible, secure their triumph. The rebels were proclaiming it all over. 
Europe, that on the-subject of.slavery there was no difference between 
them and.us: that whether they. succeeded, or were defeated, the con- 
dition of the African slaves in the South, would remain unchanged. 
At this stage of the controversy, the President issued his proclama- 
tion, declaring that if the rebels did not lay down their arms in the 
course of the next succeeding one hundred .days, he would, as Com-, 
mander-in-Chief of the armies and navies of the Republic, declare all. 
their slaves to be free. They did not heed his warning—did not lay- 
down their arms, and the proclàmátion was issued. The effect on the 
masses of the people of the old-world has been magical. 'They.then: 
saw tbat the Northern States,arrayed on the. side of humanity, and. 
the rebels fighting to perpetuate the hated bondage of four millions of. 
people. The great:heart of:the nations throbbed with new pulsations, 
and the masses of the old world commenced surging like the waters of 
the mighty ocean, in favor of the Union; and their Sovereigns began, 
one afier another, to.array themselves on the side.of the Union. And. 
so decided now, is the, feeling in Europe in favor of the 'Federal.Gov- 
ernment, that the rebels themselves- have lost all hope of relief from. 

that quarter. It could not possibly do us any harm in Nebraska and ~ 

in the loyal States; its natural tendecy would be to weaken the re- 
bellion and strengthen us at; home, and it probably saved us from the 
evils of foreign intervention. M b. a 1 

. And perhaps. we ought not to close our eyes to the fact, while dwell- 
ing on this subject, that many of the best and wisest men in the.coun- 
try. believe that if the slaves should all be liberated, during the pro- 
gress of the war, it will be.a just retribution on those who originated : 
the rebellion; for there is a universal conviction among all classes,. 
that slavery was, either directly or indirectly, the cause -of the. war, 
and that the guilty.cause. ought to be destroyed; and that without, 
this, no lasting, permanent. peace can possibly be secured. I am free 
to confess that such. spontaneous convictions do not usually seize the. 
minds of great masses of intelligent communities without controlling 
reasons. I would: not ADVISE the continuance of the war for a sin- 
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gle hour longer than may, in practice, be found to be necessary to se- 
cure an honorable peace —with a restored Union—and the stars and 
stripes 1 in triumph throughout the entire limits of the Repub- 
lic. Nor would I protract the war a single hour, nor sacrifice a single 
life, nor shed an additional drop of patriotic blood to preserve human 
slavery. If it stands in the way of victory, of peace, of a restored 
and perpetual Union, let it die the death of the malefactor. Of the 
necessity of this and kindred measures, the President and the Con-. 
P of the nation are the legitimate judges. When they have once 
écided and shaped the policy of the Administration accordingly, it is 
not the province of the good citizen to attempt to clog the wheels of 
Government by worse than useless opposition. We should be ready 
to approve any and every measure which does not palpably violate 
the Constitution, calculated to weaken our enemies and strengthen our 
Friends. And if any of these measures, believed by Congress and the 
President to be necessary to crush the rebellion, should appear to us 
to be of doubtful constitutionality, we should not too eagerly assume 
that we are right, and that the President and Congress are wrong; 
remembering that we have not been constituted a tribunal to pro- 
nounce on the constitutionality of the acts of the high officers of the- 
Gevernment; that this is a prerogative of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, which will, doubtless, in good time perform its duty in 
this respect. And thatitis our duty as good citizens to regard them 
as binding until set aside by this high tribunal provided by the Con- 
stitution, for their careful and impartial examination. 

When this opposition to the measures of the Government is made in 
the interest of the rebels, it is far from being innocent. Who are 
these people of whose constitutional rights we are exhorted to exercise 
such tender regard? Are they patriots and philanthropists, who are 
wearing out their lives, spending their fortunes, and pouring out their 
blood in defense of the Government, to perpetuate the Union, to 
ameliorate the condition of oppressed humanity, to lighten the bur- 
thens of the toiling millions? Or are they men who have conspired 
to sever the Union, whose hands are dripping with the blood of the 
nation’s defenders, who are forging chains to bind labor to the chariot- 
wheels of wealth and power, who have levied: war on the stars and 
stripes—the emblem of our power and glory—and are fighting and 
toiling {ο destroy the best Government that ever blessed the world. 
They are men who have forfeited all right to the protection of the 
Constitution and laws, and and have voluntarily elected to be treated 
only as public enemies. It is manifest that the only means of secur- 
ing a permanent peace with such a people, is a vigorous prosecution 
of the war, until they shall lay down their arms and acknowledge the 
supremacy of the laws. In this labor let each lend a helping hand, 

‘and whether in the army, or in the walks of civil life; perform his 
whole duty to his country, and the time will not be distant when the 
bow of peace will span the heavens, when a reviving spirit of unity 
and fraternity, from North to South, will cheer our hearts, and a re- 
stored Union crown our toils.

To the Honorable Çouncil and House of. Representatives of the Territory 

of Nebraska: ; ; ` . 

In presenting the annual report.of this office, it is a matter.of mutual 
congratulation that we find the financial interests of our Territory in 
a much more favorable conditioh than at ány period during several 
years past. Not only has the’indebtedness of the Territory been 
greatly reduced, but the Territorial warrants heretofore issued and yet 
unpaid, are now very nearly at par, and. are becoming scarce in the 
market. This fact shows a: very ‘satisfactory state of things during 
the past year in the financial affairs of the Termitory, and that its 
material interests have greatly improved. And; in order to secure a 
still greater décrease of the Territorial :debt, place proper safeguards. 
around its finances, and prevent an improper license to the Auditor in: 
the issue of warrants, I would respectfully offer some suggestions for 
your eonsideration. l "s | 

The principle of allowing. every officer the unlimited authority to 
draw warrants on the treasury, as at present is permitted, under the 
very loose laws authorizing expenditures to be made, is radically wrong 
and should be avoided by the adoption of a system of specific 
appropriations by legislative enactment. - . - 

Although there are numerous acts of the Legislature authorizing. 
expenditnres of Territorial funds, yet finding the system, as heretofore 
practiced, uneertain, and no Appropriation Bill for the current 
expenses of the Territory, for the payment of contingent or 
extraordinary expenses, or other specific objects in the administration 
of the Goverment, except the salaries of officers, when I entered upon 
the duties of the offiee two years past, I at once determined not to 
assume not only the responsible duties of the office proper, but also of 
determining what and how much. Territorial funds should be 
appropriated for current expenses, for contingent expenses, and so on, 
when these are proper subjects for the Legislature to determine by 
bills of specific appropriation. To say the least, such a system 
devolves upon the Auditor an authority to legislate an Appropriation 
Bill in case of each warrant drawn—an authority which should 
exclusively belong to the Legislature: I pursued. the policy above 
stated until after the period had expired for the Legislature to 
assemble last winter—not even drawing warrants for the salaries of 
officers, which had been very clearly provided. for by positive 
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legislative enactment—but the Legislature not having assembled, for 
reasons well known, and believing I had done my whole duty, I, as 
well as others whose money was justly due for services rendered, 
having received no pay whatever for the years then past, I commenced 
drawing warrants for such services and expenditures, but only such 
as were clearly authorized by law. A full list of the warrants so 
drawn and the nature of the expenditures for which they were drawn 
is herewith presented, amounting in the aggregate to the sum of two 
thousand nine hundred and sixty-nine dollars and seventy-five cents, 
including in this sum balances due on salaries of officers prior to the 
commencement of my term of office, amounting to the sum of five 
hundred and forty-five dollars. Upon a review of what is. already 
said on this subject, it can hardly be necessary for me to earnestly 
commend to your consideration the importance and necessity of 
adopting proper specific Appropriation Bills to meet all the necessary 
expenditures of the Government, and limit the Auditor to his proper, 
specific duties. I would further recommend, that such Appropriation - 
Bills contain all the necessary items of expenditures; and I would 
also respectfully recommend that a special fund be placed to the credit 
of the Governor, Secretary, and other proper officers, to meet unforseen 
and proper expenses—such, for instance, as rewards for the arrest and. 
conviction of crimiamals, postage and express charges on books sent by 
States, &., for the Territorial library, and for all such other 
extraordinary expenses, which can only be named as they arise. By 
such a system of appropriation the amount of funds necessary to be 
raised by taxation to pay the current expenses, and all extraordinary 
expenses, could be ascertained with some degree of certainty; and I 
would suggest that as the Territorial warrants are very nearly at par, 
it would better secure the reduction of the Territorial debt to require 
all Territorial taxes to be paid in money, and-that the excess of taxes 
. above the amount of the appropriations for the year be used in 
payment of interest and warrants by the Treasurer, not in the order 
issued, as now required by law, but as they may be presented. 

I would also call attention to the fact that much of the revenue 
levied by the Board of Equalization for the year 1859 has not yet been 
collected, for the reason, in Otoe County, that the County Commissioners 
directed the County Clerk of that county to place on the tax-list a 
Territorial ‘tax of only one-half of one mill, instead of three mills, as 
directed by the Board of Equalization, and in other counties the 
Commissioners failed to:furnish the Treasurer with the tax duplicate. 
These deficiences should be paid, and I suggest whether it would not 
be proper, by legislative enactment, to require the levy of a special 
tax in said counties for this purpose. : . 

In several of the counties, school and other Territorial funds have 
been colleeted by officers, and either not reported or embezzled; in 
one of these counties, the loss thus sustained to the school fund 
. amounts to one thousand and six dollars, and in two other counties, in 
each, to the sum of six hundred dollars. Unless some means be soon 
provided by law for the recovery of the funds thus withheld, it may 
be entirely lost, and hence it is only necessary to mention the matter 
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to see the necessity of some legislative action in the premises. I would 


therefore suggest that the Auditor be authorized by law to employ. . | 


counsel in all such cases, where it may be necessary, at the expense of 
the Territory, in order to commence -proceeding against such 
delinquent officers. and their sureties for the recovery of such unpaid 
funds. As there never has been any full settlement made between the 
"Territory and the respective counties in relation to the Territorial 
funds, I deem it important thàt some provisions should be adopted to 
prevent further delay, correct the evil and prevent any such neglect in 
the future. One difficulty which seems to cause such delays, is found 
in the fact that it is too burdensome and expensive for County 
Treasurers to come to the capital of the Territory to meet the Auditor, 
and bring with them all the necessary books and accounts; and there 
is no authority of law for the Auditor to visit the-respective counties 
in. order to make such settlements. I would therefore recommend, as 
the most economical system of making such settlements, that the 
Auditor be authorized by law to visit the respective counties, and to 
require the County Treasurer and: Clerk of each county to meet him 
at the County Seat of their county, and there to produce all the books 
and accounts necessary to make such settlements so far as relates to- 
Territorial revenues. And as there must necessarily be some time and 
. labor spent by such Connty Treasurer and Clerk in attending upon 

such settlement and investigating the accounts of former officers as . 
well as their own accounts, it would be but proper and just that an 
appropriation be made to pay a fair compensation for their time and 
labor, as well as the actual traveling expenses of the Auditor. 

I also deem it proper to call the attention of the Legislature to 
some defects in the revenue laws, suggested in several of the reports 
received from. County Clerks. There seems to be an inconsistency 
between the act creating the office of precinct assessors, approved 
January 10th, 1861, and the act to provide for the assessment of real 
estate and personal property, approved January 11th, 1861. By the 
former act the Assessors are required to return théir lists to the County 
Clerk on or before the 10th day of May, and by the latter act the 
Clerk is required to send an abstract of such returns to the Territorial 
Auditor on the first Monday of the same month. - It will therefore be 
Seen that it is impossible for the County Clerk to transmit the abstract 
report to the Territorial Auditor on the first Monday of May when 
the assessors are not required to report to him until the 10th of the 
same month. This error should be corrected, and some certain time 
should be fixed by law for the assessors to make their returns to the 
County Clerks, so as to give the Clerks sufficient time to make the 
abstract report to the Territorial Auditor. And as many assessors 
and county clerks delay making their respective reports until long 
after the time appointed, by: law for them to do so, and thereby greatly 
embarrass the business operations and retard the efficiency of the 
school and revenue systems, it is deemed not improper here to suggest 
that these derelictions of duty in such officers might be remedied by 
the infliction of proper penalties upon all such officers? who fail or 
neglect to prepare and make the returns at the time required by law. 


— 
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Again, it is a mooted question in some parts of the Territory as to 
whether moveable improvements on government lands and on home- 
steads are taxable. If the Legislature deem such improvements 
taxable, it would remove all doubt and put an end to a vexatious 
question to so declare such property proper subjects of taxation by 
legislative enactment. ᾽ 

Again, it is generally suggested in these abstract reports that it 
would be more economical, and would secure a better system of 
uniformity in all the operations of the revenue system, for the 
Territory to furnish all the necessary blank books, blank assessment 
lists and all other necessary blanks used in thé workings of the 
system; and that the Auditor be authorized by law to procure all such 
blanks and transmit them to the respective County Clerks, to be 

delivered by them to the proper officers of the County. I deem this 
matter of sufficient importance to earnestly recommend it to your 
consideration. Uniformity in any system of business will not only 
give greater efficiency to.its operations and promote its success, büt 
will also secure a greater degree of harmony, and diffuse among its 
officers a better knowledge of its respective duties. 

I may also remark that, under the present system of collecting revenue 
by the sale of lands for delinquent taxes, there are, in most Counties 
of the Territory, large quantities of lands remaining unsold for want 
of purchasers; and this state of things occurs principally from the 
fact that persons hesitate to bid on lands at such sales, fearing that 
under the present revenue system, they may not obtain valid titles by 
such purchases, in case there should be no redemption of the lands 
before the expiration of wo years. These doubts and fears arise 
perhaps principally from the apprehension that some neglect of duty 
or error, however trifling, on the part of the Assessor or other officers 
of the revenue laws, may defeat and invalidate the title acquired 
under such sale. The lands, therefore, remain unsold, the taxes 
unpaid, and there is no remedy by law to force the payment of such 
delinquent taxes. The subject surely demands your consideration, 
and some remedy should be provided for the evil, which, in some 
counties, has become a serious loss to the revenue funds. 

In most of the counties, the fees of the county and township officers 
for services rendered, are inadequate to secure promptness and fidelity 
in the discharge of the duties imposed upon them. The fees should 
be proportionate to the amount and nature of the labor to be per- 
formed, so as to secure the services of good and efficient officers. 

There are accounts against the Territory, presented for repairing, 
cleaning and handling arms belonging to the Territory, which ought 
to be paid; and also a just compensation should be allowed Robert 
Knox for his services. as armorer—an office which has become a 
necessity by reason of the insurrectionary and treasonable ‘acts of a 
portion of the people of our common country, and by reason of the 
difficulties which may at any time arise with the Indians on the 
. frontier parts of our Territory. | | 

Again, Douglas and some other counties claim a return of the 
amount over paid on the taxes of 1860, being the excess of one-third 
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of the whole levy, which: was directed to be paid to the Territorial 
Treasurer, and the balance.refunded to,the counties. . Several accounts 
have been presented by the publishers of Newspapers for printing 
military orders, proclamations, &c., all which accounts, if allowed, 
will require legislative appropriations. 2 ME 

At the seventh session of the Legislature, the Territorial. Auditor ` 
was authorized, by law, to sell the fragments: of cast-iron then lying 
around the Capitol building. The same were sold by my predecessor 
in office, to the amount of nine hundred and seventy-one dollars and 
seventy-eight cents, of which sum one hundred and fifty dollars were 
paid at the time, and a credit given.on the balance. This. balance, 
with the interest. thereon, was not collected until after the time had 
expired for making the apportionment in September last. The aggre- 
gate collected, with interest thereon, amounts to the sum of nine 
hundred and forty dollars and ninety-two cents, and for which amount 
the Secretary of the Territory has made a demand on me, claiming -. 
that the same are the funds of the General Government.for the com- 

letion of the Capitol building ;;but I declined. paying the same to 

im, and have paid the same into the Territorial Treasury, to be 
apportioned to the several school districts. at the time of the next 
apportionment, unless you shall determine to make some other dise 
position of said funds.. -. - 

Several claims for supplies furnished tothe expedition against the 
Pawnees, in the year 1859, have been paid by -the Territory. If the 
Auditor were authorized by law to seek the:recovery of said several 
amounts from the Government.of the United States, and employ. 
counsel in the prosecution of said claims, if necessary, I deem it very 
probable that the same might bé'recovered.: I submit the matter to 
your consideration. 

The books, vouchers, and -other valuable papers pertaining to the 
office of the Territorial Auditor have largely. accumulated, and have 
become valuable documents to the Territory, and should be safely 
protected against any loss. by fire or otherwise; and as the Territory 
has never yet made any provisions for the safe-keeping of such books 
and papers, I would earnestly recommend the appropriation of a, 
sufficient amount for the purchase of a fire-proof safe for this purpose. 

At the seventh session of the Legislature an act was passed reducing 
the salary of the Auditor from eight hundred dollars to six hundred 
dollars; that of the School Commissioner from one thousand dollars 

_ to six hundred dollars; and that of the Treasurer from four hundred . 
dollars to two hundred dollars per annum from the 4th day of March, 
1861. These several officers had been elected to, their respective 
offices, qualified and entered upon the discharge of the duties of. their 
respective offices, long prior to the passage of this act reducing their 

~salaries, and under the implied, ‘or I might say, very certain under- 
standing, that during their term of office, their respective salaries 
should remain what the law made them when they commenced their 
term of. office. With this understanding of the law, claims have been 
presented for the full amount of their salaries as fixed by.law when 
their term of office commenced. Justice requires that these demands 
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be paid, but I have deemed it proper to submit the matter to your 
consideration, and suggest that an appropriation be made to pay the 
claims. . . l 

I would recommend. that the Governor and two or more other., 
suitable persons, to be appointed as you may direct, be added.to the 
Territorial Board of Equalization. 

I present herewith tabular statements showing the different Terri- 
torial funds received and disbursed—the balances due from counties to 
the Territory from the year 1859 to the present time; a comparative 
view between the assessments during the same years, together with a 
recapitulation of the same;.and also statements of accounts allowed 
and warrants drawn since January 15th, 1862; of warrants and 
funded indebtedness of the Territory; interest paid on Territorial 
indebtedness and of the liability and resources of the Territory. 
These tabular statements will fully explain themselves, and to them I 
invite your attention as an exhibit of the financial affairs of the 
Territory, so full and complete as the same can possibly be made from 
the reports and statistics received not only at this office, but also at 
the office of the Territorial Treasurer. It is proper, however, to 
remark, that many reports received from the counties were not full, 
and I presume in some particulars, incorrect, and therefore, the 
general exhibit above referred to cannot be considered as a truly 
correct exhibition, in all particulars, of the Territorial financial affairs, 
but it approximates very nearly to correctness, and, as already 
remarked, is made from the best and most reliable material which 
could be obtained for that purpose,

OFFICE oF TERRITORIAL TREASURER, 
Omaha, N. T., Dec. 1863. 


To the Hon. Council and House of Representatives. of the Territory of 
Nebraska : 


In pursuance of Law, I have the honor to submit my report upon 
the condition of the Territorial Treasury, and to offer a few sug- 
gestions which I deem not unimportant for your consideration. 

On taking charge of the office, two years ago, I found but few 
books, and those in such condition that I deemed it necessary to open 
a new set. Accordingly I procured the necessary books, and after 
much labor spent in the examination of the confused mass of warrants 
and papers in the office, succeeded in opening a set of accounts which 


show at a glance the exact financial condition of the Treasury; and, 


more important, the exact condition of every warrant that has been 
issued, whether paid, partially paid, or still afloat. This work being 
extra, on account of the neglect of others, and deeming it of the 
utmost importance, I employed an assistant, who, after much time 
and labor, accomplished the work; and I would recommend that the 
Legislature appropriate such sum as will recompense my assistant for 
his services. 

Since taking charge of the Office on the 1st of January, 1862, there 
has been paid into the Treasury, General Fund Account, $15,425.94, 
Sinking Fund, $9,415.85, School Fund, $978.95, disbursed as follows:

The issuance of certificates for unpaid balances, on warrants by 
County Treasurers, has a bad influence. It gives a useless and annoy- 
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ing amount of labor to both County and Territorial Treasurers, and 
opens a wide door for fraud. The whole system should be abolished. 
- Under existing laws, the surety given by the Territorial Auditor is 
quite ‘insufficient, unless further restrictions WII be placed on his acts. . 
As the case now stands,.he can issue Territorial Warrants with petfect 
impunity, either one thousand or one hundred thousand dollars, for 
which account the Territory would be held equally, responsible. 
whether issued for legislative purposes or not. Asa remedy, I suggest 
- that of specific appropriations, which have heretofore been presented 
to the Legislature, and.should you, as I trust you will, consider the 
subject of sufficient importance to engage your attention, and secure 
the passage of an appropriation bill for each item of needful expense, 
much might be saved, and much of the labor of the Treasurer 
lightened; and should you adopt the system, of passing specific 
appropriation bills, it would, in my opinion, be well to provide that 
all of the Territorial taxes levied shall be paid in money, and.then, 
after reserving sufficient to meet the amount of the appropriations, 
appropriate the balance to the payment of outstanding warrants, at 
the Treasury, to the lowest bidder, as in the case of bonds. 

The law makes it one of the duties of the Territorial Treasurer to 
apportion the Territorial Schóol:Fund. In 1862 an apportionment 
was made of the amount-levied in 1860 and 1861, as the only way that 
it could be. made, as 1 was unable to ascertain the amount collected in 
the several counties. This year the apportionment went by default, 
for the same reason, and further, because- I could not ascertain the 
amount levied in all the counties, some of them having failed to send 
either an abstract of assessments for the Board of Equalization: to 
make a levy upon, or to report the amount placed upon their tax 
duplicates. I would suggest that the law be so amended as to require 
the payment of the School Fund into the Territorial Treasury, and 
the apportionment made upon the amount collected and paid in, with 
appropriate penalties for neglect to pay over by the County Treasurer, 
and the amounts heretofore levied in the several Counties be confirmed 
to the Counties in which levied. | DE. 

I also respectfully call the attention of the Legislature to. the 
insufficiency of the salaries and fees paid to Officers. for services 
connected with the Revenue system. A case recently came to my 
notice in which a County Treasurer traveled 160 miles, with his own. 
team, and in consequence of bad weather and other unavoidable delay, 
he was some twelve days in reaching the Capitol. His expenses on 
the way were over $25.00 and he.received but $16.00 for mileage, and 
$6.20 for collection fees, making a net loss of $2.80, to say nothing of 
expenses incurred on his return home. ᾿ .' ᾿ x M 

Of the salary paid the Territorial Treasurer, it is only necessary to 
call your attention to the fact that it is only 8200. An exhibit of the 
amount of labor that is necessary, to be performed in the legitimate 
duties of the office, is only necessary to satisfy you that the salary is 
inadequate to compensate for services and responsibilities connected.

-As to the expediency of restraining stock. from 
running ‘at large during the summer, your committee find different 
opinions even among their own number, but a majority of your com- 
mittee are convinced of these positions: 

We consider it contrary to natural justice and equity that one 
person should raise a kind of crop which will travel in every direction ` 
and destroy the crops of others, nor do we consider it equitable that 
one man should. be compelled the heavy expense of fencing merely 
beeause his neighbor wishes to raise cattle, but is too remiss to take 
care of them. A man may be compelled to keep a watchman every 
night to guard a valuable flock .of sheep against some sheep-killing : 
dog. Those dogs have long been accustomed to run at large, and , 
their owners would be very unwilling to restrain them. But we deem 
it very unreasonable to throw the burden of protecting the sheep 
upon their owner under the plea that the dogs have long enjoyed 
the privilege of running at large. We think as in the case of our 
aportionment bill, that justice should be the first rule. We think plain 
justice is too frequently sacrificed to an imaginary expediency. 

The general idea is prevailing our best ayricultural discussions, that 
it 18 much cheaper to take.care of the cattle than it is to fence every 
man’s field. 

With the best efforts here and there our unruly animals will throw 
down any ordinary fence. 

In our Territory the scarcity of timber suitable for fencing Fonds 
it imperatively necessary to restrain stock. ως, is-One prom- 
inent foundation of national wealth.

would be entirely useless and without any practicable benefit; more-. 
over, the character of the work will be such as to require an appro- 
priation of several thousand dollars to- meet the: expenses of revisin 
the laws and printing the same after that part of the. work has been 
completed. The question here recurs, would the legislative assembly 
be justified, under the present state of the treasury, to make such an 
appropriation in view of all the facts and circumstances surrounding 
the case? It may be answered, that the General Government should 
be memorialized to make the necessary appropriation; but what assu- 
rance have wé that such a memorial would be met with favor? Your 
committee concede that great convenience would result from an ade- 
quate revision of our laws; but, with the debt-doomed treasury, with 
no guaranty that the Federal Government would meet the necessary 
expenses, your committee do not feel justified to récommend it. ΑΗ 
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thé laws of former. sessions are abundantly. to be had, -S&ve those passed 
at the second session’; those, owing to. the limited. number printed: and 
other causes, are so scarce it may really be. ‘said that they are out. of 
Print. Many of the laws of that session are of a general character, 
and are repealed. ` Such, for instance,: as the. law regulating the alien- 
ation of real estate, of matrimony, of divorce and alimony, of incorpo- 
rations, &c. In relation: to these laws, your committee respectfully 
suggest the re-enactment of. all the unrepealed portions of them.

A majority of your committee consisting of the members from Otoe 
county, to whom was referred house file No. 52. A bill for an act to 
incorporate the south Nebraska railroad company, beg leave to report: 

That the council have passed an excellent general law, entitled 
, A bill to create and regulate railroad companies, which is now in 
the hands of a standing committee of this house. As this general 
. law, applicable to all men and companies alike, is sufficient for the 
general wants and the will of the people, there can not be the least 
doubt, but that this house, by its concurrence therein, will make this 
bill a law at an early day; if however, in the opinion of this house the 
bill should not be complete to meet all the requirements of railroad 
companies, we have abundant power to amend and improve it. 

In the opinion of a majority of your committee, it is time that the 
spirit of incorporation should be subdued and checked. All special 
privileges and chartered rights conferred on a few, are so much taken 
away from the general privileges and unchartered rights of the people, 
and to use the language of Governor Black, whose memory will 
always be revered by those who enjoyed his acquaintance, they should 
not be granted except with a sparing and cautious hand. 

When granted, the public necessities should be apparent and imper- 
ative, and whether corporations are public or private, they should 
always be created for the public benefit, neither should special laws 
be enacted for special interests when general laws for all the demands 
of the public are sufficient. 
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No charter should contain any grant nor confer any cdpacity beyond 

the specific and nécessary object of the incorporating act. 
Furthermore, in the opinion of your committee, the legislature 

should reserve to itself in most, if not all 54868, the right to repeal or 
modify the law créating à private corporation. This woüld make it 
a part of the contract: at the beginning, and thé person or persons 
asking for special privileges would this understand the terms on 
which they are granted. - ^. ^ ^ t x 

Your committee submit these general views, believing that they are 
just now appropriate and applicable. 

But your committée have other objections to ‘this bill, equally 
serious and insurmountable. EN PLE 

By examining the act proposed to be amended by this bill, the fol- 
lowing provision will be found at the end of the 3d section of said act: 

“And said company shall have the ¿xclusive right to keep and main- 
tain a ferry acros& the Missouri river at the inoutli of said creek, (thé 
South Table creek at Nebraska city) and for two miles below and two 
miles above the mouth of said creek on the Missouri river, after the 
2d of March, A. D. 1865, and the same company in consideration of 
the privilege last aforesaid, are to pay the sum of fifty dollars 
annually to the county Treasurer for the use and benefit of the com- 
mon schools of the said county of Otoe.”. | 


This extraordinary provision grants the exclusive privilege of a per- 
petual ferry charter at Nebraska city, across the Missouri river with- 
out limitation, let, or. hindrance to this railroad company, without 
' fixing any rates of ferryage, without imposing any duties or restric- 

tions, without reserving to the legislature the right to repeal the 
charter, or in any manner protecting the people against any abuses 
which this proposed monopoly may seem fit to inflict. 

From the proposed amendments to this extraordinary act entitled 
‘an act to incorporate the South Nebraska railroad company, it will be 
observed that an exclusive and perpetual ferry charter is emboweled 
within its provisions, at once odious, unjust and obnoxious to the 
_ people of Otoe county, as it does not contain any restrictions or impose 
any obligations, and that the only object or end sought to be obtained 
. by the amendments proposed, is to secure to a few individuals the per- 
petual and exclusive ferry franchise naméd-in said railroad charter. 

The fact alone that the amendments proposed authorize and require 
said corporators to close their books for subscriptions when $20,000 
shall have been subscribed, and before one single dollar has been paid 
in, makes it sufficiently clear, that to build a railroad. from Nebraska 
city to Boulder city, is no part of the design of the company. 
. No sane man would think for 4 moment of building a railroad on a 
$20,000 paper subscription, or of electing directors for the management 
or the control of a railroad, the construction of which will necessarily 
cost millions of dollars, but a designing man might count with cer- 
tainty upon seizing the ferry franchise contained in this att upon a 
paper subscription of $20,000 arid an organization undér the proposed 
amendments. ; 
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At the fifth session of the legislature in 1858, an excellent general 
law was passed for the purpose of regulating ferries. The power of 
granting licenses for ferry purposes was properly conferred on the 
board of county commissioners in the several counties. This law .is 
sufficient for the wants and the wishes of the people of Otoe county. 
The county commissioners are responsible to and dependent on the 
people. An incorporated company, with an exclusive and perpetual 
charter would be at once independent and defiant. 

The majority of your committee would therefore respectfully recom- 
mend the following amendment to house file No. 52, the bill under 
consideration. Insert as section 4 of said bill the following: 

SECTION 4. All of the 3d section of an act entitled an act to incor- 
porate the South Nebraska railroad company, approved January 11th, 
1861, after the words management and operation of said road is 
hereby repealed, and the ferry franchise granted in said act, is hereby 
declared to be null and void to all intents and purposes.
